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S.G.W.U. Installs Modern 
Pollution Control Equipment

Sir George Williams Uni- 
versity is now installing a 
new air pollution control sys- 
tem on top of the Hall build- 
ing. The equipment was hoist- 
ed in peices to the 14th-floor 
roof of the building on Wed- 
nesday, the 26 of March, and 
the system is expected to 
be operating in about two 
weeks. (The crane used to 
place the equipment on the 
roof is the largest mobile 
crane in the Montreal area, 

nd its rental is about $120 
an hour. ) 

The heart of the system 
is a 3-ton “scrubber” into 
which the exhausts of all five 
chimnies of the Hall building 
will be fed, including the boil- 
ers and the incinerator. The 
main aim of the scrubber 
is to remove fume gasses 
before they reach the atmo- 
sphere, it is hoped that the 
scrubber will remove 95% of 
the solid particles, 100% of 
the SO38, and 20% - 30% of 
the SO2 presently being ex- 
hausted straight into the at- 
mosphere. 

ost efficient in eliminating 
sulphur trioxide, which is one 
of the most damaging of pol- 
lutants. . 

The polutants will be ab- 
sorbed into water through the 
scrubber. The water will be 
neutralized chemically, 
lowing it to be drained into 
they City sewer system, in- 
side the tolerances as per- 
mitted by City of Montreal 
regulations. 

The scrubber was manufac- 
tured by Combustion Engi- 
neering - Superheaters Limit- 
ed, who are installing the 
system. When it is installed, 
they wilf”®c—<conducting ex- 
periments on it, monitoring 
its performance as its ope- 
ration is varied to try to 
achieve maximum removal at 
minimal cost. Hopefully, in 
the end, there will be only 
carbon dioxide and nitrogen 
going into the atmosphere. 

The idea of having some 
form of pollution control ori- 
ginated in the Office of Di- 
rector of Physical Plant three 
years ago. Reasearch was do- 
ne into the problem, and pro- 
posals were drawn up which 
could be presented to the go- 
vernment in 1967 to ask for 


funds to finance the project.

In the spring of 1968 the go- 
vernment gave its approval, 


and work started in earnest. 


on the project. The system 
is being installed in the spring 
because of the difficulties of 
working in extreme winter 
conditions. The system is 
costing Sir George $100,000, 
which is being financed by 
the Department of Education. 
Included in the cost are ex- 
penses incurred in reinforc- 
ing the Roof structure and 
consultant fees for the pro- 
ject. 

The scrubber is thought to 
be the first of its kind in 
the Montreal area, and the 
first of its kind at any Uni- 
versity in Canada.

The wish for six students 
was met, and then exceeded 
by quite a margin. At the 
first class of ground school, 
over forty students turned up, 
and by March, the Snoopies 
had 130 members. Of these, 
forty six were flying, and 
many had already earned their 
wings. The club hopes that 
25 of these will soon have 
their private licenses. 

Realizing that with a few 
more members, the club could 
arrange financing to pur- 
chase two aircraft of its own, 
and thus reduce rental rates 
to members dramatically, it 
was decided that a recruiting 
campaign should be held 
over the past week, March 
24 - 28. According to a couple 
of the executives of the club, 
and if so, they would go 
ahead and make arrangements 
for the pruchase of two 
planes. Again the enthusiasm 
for flying at Sir George took 
all by surprise. In the first 
six hours of the campaign, 
ninety people signed up, and 
over the week, 355 members 
of the Sir George community

registered with the club. This 
brings total membership to 
just under five hundred mem- 
bers. 

One of the features of the 
drive was a draw for one 
hour’s free flying for an 
Evening Student, one hour for 
a day student, and one hour 
for a member of the Faculty 
or Staff. The Evening Student 
winner was Mr. Farle, the 
Day Student Winner, Mr. An- 
dren, and the winner from 
the Faculty was Professor 
S. Lamb. 

Over the summer, there 
will probably be two ground 
schools for private  pilot’s 
license students, as well as 
the flying school, and there 
are plans being drawn up for 
training for multiple engine, 
commercial, and instrument 
ratings. In addition, negocia- 
tions will be started for the 
purchase and leasing of the 
necessary aircraft, as well 
as the official recognition of 
the club as a chartered or- 
ganizaton. 

One of the brightest points 
of the drive for new members 
was the number of people who 
joined who already have thier 
licenses. 

While it is great to learn 
to fly with the Snoopies, it is 
even better to fly with them 
as a pilot. With lower than 


commercial rates already, 
and the bright prospect for 
even lower rates for renting 
planes, with the organized 
activities, group flights, the 
parties, hanger flying at the 
local pub, and advanced train- 
ing in the future, things look 
great for all pilots. One four- 
some of Snoopies is flying 
down for a week in the 
Bahamas, and will be able to 
go island hopping in their 
own private plane, rented ata 
special rate through the club.

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and recent theoretical writ- 
ings from jurisprudence and 
philosophy of mind. One goal 
will be to see whether our 
vague notions of what it is 
to act, to bring about effects, 
to have a purpose, to be sway- 
ed by emotion, and to have 
knowledge and control of what 
one is doing, will take more 
definite shape when we apply 
them in a legal context, where 
serious practical consequen- 
ces are at issue. Another 
goal of the course will be 
to formulate and assess prin- 
ciples for holding people ac- 
countable for what they do, 
according, in part at least, 
to their mental states. Fi- 
nally, some attempt will be 
made to connect these detailed 
results with the general phi- 
losophical worry that our be- 
haviour and its mental an- 
tecedents are caused. In par- 
ticular, worries from psycho- 
analysis about unconscious 
determinants of our conduct, 
and worries from sociology 
about poverty and group pres- 
sures, will merit attention. 
Even if it is possible to give 
a coherent analysis of our 
concept of responsibility, it 
will thus remain an open 
question whether it applies 
to much of what people do, 
and whether our procedures 
for holding people liable are 
either fair or workable.
